AUSTIN, Tex., March 28.—a Q. Mills 


was yesterday elected by the legislature 
to the United States senate In tho place 
of Horaoo CJillton, who was appointed 
by Gov. Hogg to fill the vacancy caused 
by tho resignation ot John II. Began. 
Mills received 120 votes on tho first 
ballot, his election being perfectly 
unanimous. Clillton withdrew from the 
contest Monday night in a note ad- 
dressed to tho chairman of a caucus 
of his friends. 
Ho said that while he 


preferred to light the battle out to its 
logical conclusion IIP realized that his 
election was impossible under tho clr- 
LMimstancos and rattier than involve hla 
frit-lids, who, wliilu preferring him, 
had boon instructed bv their constitu- 
ents to vote for Mills, he would with- 
draw. 


Tho outcome of this contest, which 


hint been conceded to be In Mills' favor 
for weeks past, has been watched with 
unusual Interest on account of the 
peculiar condition of state politics in 
the democratic party.

Is ragnrdctl as a triumph for the tariff- 
reform element over the free-coinage 
people, and in taken as a rebuke to 
Railway Commissioner Regan, who re- 
cently journeyed to El Paso and made a 
strong free-silver speech before the 
convention.

The trreat silver debate Is now on In the 


house. The Bland bill, which had been mada 
the regular order for to-day w«« taken up, and 
Mr. Bland uddrossed the house in support of 
thomoaeuro. His address was listened to at- 
tentively by the crowded galleries and the at- 
tendance on the Rixtr waa larger than uaual In 
anticipation of the opening of the debate. At 
Ita conclusion Mr. Bland waa loudly applauded 
as he took hla aont. He was followed by Mr. 
Williams (Mass.) who made the minority re- 
port on the Bland bill for the anti-allvor Demo* 
crota. He submit tod as an amendment the bill 
contained In tho report of the minority of tho 
committee providing for an Internat'onal mo' 
netary conference. The remarks of Mr. Will 
lams were loudly applauded. 


Mr. Harter reviewed briefly the history of th« 


silver question. He contended that the Bland 
bill would contract and debase our currency. 
Mr. Bland'a claim that the paa^ago of tho bill 
would make money more plentiful waa mis- 
leading and untruo. All tho laws that congress 
could pass from January to December, from 
now until eternity, would not materially altei 
tho market (or world) value of silver Tho 
truating farm&r who to-day was standing by 
with bated breath waiting for the salvation 
which the Bland bill was to bring htm, would find 
its becoming a law would aweep away half of 
the savings of his lifetime. Truely Mr. Bland 
would prove a worse curse to tho farmer than 
all the dry seasons, wet seasons, frosts, cy- 
clones, locustH, clinch bugs, and protective 
tariffs he had suffered from during the paat de° 
cade. Whenever a man tried to Induce a voter 
to aupimrt tho kind of legislation Mr. Bland 
proposed ho told him ho was a debtor and 
cheaper money would cheat hlacredltors. Thai 
It would deeply wrong tho creditor waa beyond 
• doubt true, for It was one of the result of this 
kind of crime that It hurt practically everybody, 
Tho creditor class, properly speaking, made up 
UO per cunt, of our people, for every man who 
waa solvent belonged to the credltorclaas. The 
real creditors, said Mr. Barter, wore, flrat, the

The 
Bland bill, ho said, while called a free-coinage 
bill, wits really a bill compelling the nation to 
buy all the silver the silver ring could get to- 
gether, no matter how much it might provo to 
be at 126 36 per ounce. That would utterly and 
hopelessly bankrupt the country and might In 
the end create a revolution and ultimately 
change our form of government.

States upon a basis of reciprocity in na- 
tural as well as manufactured products 
and adopting a uniform tariff discrimi- 
nating against British goods. Now 
Canada would abandon all hopes of a 
treaty at Washington, and would work 
out her own destiny.

Although the McKinley bill was aimod 
at Canada it had failed in accomplish- 
ing its object and had developed in- 
stead an increasing trade with En- 
gland. 


Mr. Blaine also informed the dele-
